Dr. Penn declared Sutton “does 
not stay in Atlanta enough to 
know the conditions in the class- 
rooms” and called for a “better- 
ing of the school system to begin 
at the head.” 

“I voted for Dr. Sutton to be 
superintendent last election and 
there was no other person nomi- 
nated,” Penn asserted, “but I 
pledge you my word I'll never 
vote for him again.”

| President’s Address 
On Krzyzanowski 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
radio address today on General 
Krzyzanowski: 


Mr. Chairman, Mr. Ambassa- 
dor, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In the epic struggle of the hu- 
man race to govern itself Poland 
for centuries has been the cham- 
pion of freedom. Through stress 
and storm whether her sun shone 
brightly or sufferéd long though 
temporary eclipse, she has ever 
fought to hold aloft the torch of 
human liberty. 


Because we hold this ideal of 
liberty in common, ours has been 
a long and unbroken friendship 
with the people of Poland. From 
the days of our. struggle to 
achieve nationhood, unbroken by 
any rift through the century 
and a half of our life as a nation, 
the American people and the peo- 
ple of Poland have maintained a 
friendship based upon this com-! 
mon spiritual ideal. 


General Krzyzanowski, whose 
patriotism we commemorate to- 
day, is another link to bind us to 
the people from which he came 
in the full tide of youthful prom- 
ise when shadows lay over the 
land which gave him birth. It is 
a high privilege to bear witness 
to the debt which this coun 
owes to men of Polish blood. 
Gratefully we acknowledge the 
services of those intrepid cham- 
pions of human fredom—Pu- 
laski and Kosciuszko—whose 
very names are watchwords of 
liberty and whose deeds are part 
of the imperishable record of 
American independence. 


Heritage to Be Guarded. 


Out of the past they speak to 
us to bid us guard the heritage 
which they helped to bestow. 

They and the millions of other 
men and women of Polish blood, 
who have united their destinies 
with those of America—whether 
in the days of colonial settlement; 
in the war to attairi independ- 
ence; in the hard struggle out of 
which emerged our national 
unity; in the great journeying 
across the western plains to the 
slopes of the Pacific; on farm or 
in town or city—through all of 
our history they have made their 
full contribution to the upbuild- 
ing of our institutions and to the 
fulfillment of our national life.

CONGRESS’ MOST VITAL TASK 
This summer’s slump in the value of securi- 
ties, amounting to more than $15,000,000,000 
since the peak of the New York stock exchange 
rise in March, is based chiefly upon uncertainty, 
with its resultant fear of the future. 


Fear is rooted in uncertainty. It is the in- 


ability to foresee the future according to nor- 
mal reactions that produces the sense of 
insecurity and it is insecurity which brings 
about distrust and lack of confidence. 

The fear which is now so unfavorably af- 
fecting business and industry is, according to 


all indices, in large part groundless. Leading’ 
economists can find no data supporting the. 


distrust in all the normal indices of economics, 
of industry and commerce. Some stocks they 
admit may have been higher than their pro- 
spective earnings warranted, but there is no 
tangible cause for the heavy drop in the values 
which has taken place. 

When congress reconvenes, whether it be in 
special session or for the regular term begin- 
ning in January, the primary thought of every 
member should ‘be the desire to remove this 
public uncertainty and its resultant fear. 

Definite, sound and stabilizing action by 
congress on the principal problems to be dis- 
cussed will do more to restore the business con- 
fidence of the nation than any other possible 
factor. 

Uncertainty as to the tax policies of the 
federal government can be removed by definite 
legislative action, to settle the tax program for 
years to come, Inequalities and destructive 
phases of the tax set-up can be remedied and 
reforms that will guarantee to the business- 
man the least possible handicap to the conduct 
of his affairs can be perfected. 

Congress can, likewise, take constructive 
action to lift the fear of unknown, and unpre- 
dictable, regulations upon business enterprises. 
Fear of increased governmental interference 
with private business has restrained expansion 
and put shackles upon initiative. | 

Constructive handling of the labor situation, 
of the agricultural problems and of the other 
pressing issues before congress, so that every 
businessman, every investor, large or small, can 
depend upon a continued program, will largely 
eliminate the present uncertainty as to the fu- 
ture and restore_a definite foundation upon 
which private enterprises can-again erect a last- 
ing structure. Then the greatest cause of the 
slump in security prices will have been elim- 
inated. Then we may expect prices of the ex- 
change to find their proper levél and to see 
values respond, as they should, to the encourag- 
ing indications for a continuance of increasing 
prosperity.

During the week of October 18 to 23, inclu- 
sive, pharntacists of the nation will observe a 
special week, proclaimed by President Roose- 
velt and set aside to draw public attention to 
the public health service performed by that 
profession.

The modern drug store has become an izisti- 
tution frequently misunderstood. Its most no- 
ticeable aspect is that of a general merchandise 
store, dealing in a myriad of articles of great 
variety, or as a gathering place for refreshment 
and social gossip. 

The truth is that the true pharmacist knows. 
that the real reason for the existence of his 
business is the prescription and remedy de- 
partment. All the rest is secondary, created 
only so that overhead expenses may be met and 
that the multitude of drug stores—there are 
60,000 in the nation—may continue to serve. 

The pharmacist is the only businessman who 
must serve four years in college before he can 
begin his career. He is the partner of the phy- 
sician. The doctor who displays his professional 
skill in the prescription he writes, depends upon 
the parallel skill of the pharmacist to under- 
stand and to compound that prescription. 

The two together form the front line defense 
of the nation against the enemy of disease. To 
them is due all the honor the nation can be- 
stow and to them is owed fullest confiderice 
and appreciation. 

Remember, during Nationa] Pharmacy Week 
and always, that the drug store is not really a 
glorified commercial venture, not a mere tem- 
perance bar for liquid refreshment, not a lunch 
- room, but that it is, first and always, a phar-

EDWIN FORREST JOHNSON 
The death of Edwin Forrest Johnson re- 
moves from Atlanta and Georgia a man who, 
through his career, served his community in 
manhy-important capacities. He was a man with 
a deep and sincere interest in. the public and 
to that cause devoted the best of his ability 


‘and the greatest 6f his effort. 


He was a native Atlantan, born in this city 
on July 30, 1877, . Educated here, he devoted the 
first 14 years of his business life to the news- 
paper world or allied activity. He worked on 
newspapers here and in New York, serving in 
various news capacities from cub reporter to 
editorial writer of The Constitution. 

He began his public service as a member of 
the Atlanta city council in 1915-16 and: in 1921 
was elected a member of the Fulton county 
commission, serving then for seven years. He 
was elected tax receiver of Fulton county in 
1928 and held that office for four years. In 
1934 he was re-elected to the county commis- 
sion, in which capacity he was serving at the 
time of his death. During the World War Mr. 
Johnson gave his services to various movements 
for the country’s cause. 

During recent years Mr. Johnson divided his 
time between his home in Atlanta and a second 
home he maintained at Sea Island Beach, near 
Brunswick. He was known in all sections of 
the state as a Georgian with the welfare of_his 
state his chief interest in life. Genial to all 
and known by many hundreds as a very real 
friend, his death brings very genuine regret to 
many. 


LIQUOR AND THE HI-JACKERS 

Reports that Atlanta’s liquor delivery com- 
panies have, temporarily at least, ceased opera- 
tions because of the menace of the hi-jacker, 
casts an illuminating ray upon the technically 
non-existent whisky business in Georgia. 

The threat to law and order inherent in the 
situation is evident to all and is one which 
must be met promptly and defeated by the 
various-police Authorities if this city is not to 
become the scene of gangster conflicts such as 
those from which Chicago once suffered. All 
other considerations aside, the adverse publicity 
such a situation would bring would seriously in- 
jure Atlanta’s reputation as a law-abiding city. 

Should a'war develop between bootleggers 
and hi-jackers not only the lives of the men 
engaged in the outlawed industry, but innocent 
citizens, would pay the price. There must be no 
liquor war waged with Georgia as the battle- 
ground. Recent hi-jackings should serve as 
warning. The practice has already begun and 
it must be permanently stopped before it se- 
cures a good foothold. 

There is no excuse for the bootlegger in the 
first place, save the unenforceable prohibition 
law itself, which attempts the impossible, With 
such a law on the statute books it is inevitable 
that men will find ways, profitably, to supply 
the illegal need. No amount of diligence on the 
part of law-enforcement bodies can put an end 
to the liquor traffic. /

Judge W. R. Smith, of the Alapa- 
ha superior court, today termed 
the charge made by Judge W. E. 
H. Searcy Jr., of waste and ex- 
travagance in the state govern- 
ment as the “pessimistic whine” of 
a “lost political cause.” 

In his charge this morning to 
the Lanier county grand jury, 
Judge Smith lauded the economy 
and efficiency of the state admin- 
istration. 

“An investigation of the facts 
will reveal the most efficient and 
economic administration of all de- 
partments,” he said, “as well as 
the most earnest and faithful ef- 
forts . . . of Governor Rivers and 
all department heads to carry into 
the fullest force and effect the 
mandates of the people as express- 
ed at the ballot box in 1936.” 

Searcy’s Charge. 

Last week, in charging the Spal- 
ding county grand jury at Grif- 
fin, Judge Searcy described the 
present state administration as 
“wasteful and extravagant.” 

The assertion followed his 
charge that certain legislators 
were fostering disregard for law 
by proposing sale of liquor in 
counties which voted wet in the 
last election. 

Legislators from these counties 
“want to disregard the law so as to 
provide additional money with 
which to finance the most waste- 
ful and extravagant administra- 
tion Georgia has had in my recol- 
lection,” Judge Searcy said. 

Outgrowth of “Politics.” 

Judge Smith characterized the 
allegation as “the direct and nat- 
ural outgrowth of partisan poli- 
tics,” he said. 


JURY RAPS DEPARTURE 
FROM HOME RULE 

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 11.—Con- 
demnation of what it termed a 
growing “tendency” to concentrate 
power in the state government “at 
the expense of home rule” was 
voiced today by the Clarke county 
grand jury in presentments re- 
turned at the close of the October 
term of superior court. 

The jurors declared “this cen- 
tralization both in ‘state and fed- 
eral governments has grown out 
of their broader power in the field 
of taxation, and failure to allocate 
sufficient funds back to local units 
to defray operating costs.” 

‘The jury urged Clarke county’s 
members of the general assembly 
to support legislation giving coun- 
ties one cent more of the gasoline 
tax for building and maintaining 
roads, and opposed the state’s tak- 
ing over secondary roads because 
it would “centralize government 
in Atlanta.” 

The county commissioners were 
urged not to spend more than the 
legal 10 per cent for benefits and 
administration of the social secur- 
ity act, and the legislators were 
urged to support legislation which 
would permit local welfare boards

The jurors also recommended 
that Clarke legislators support 
legislation in regard to classifica- 
tion of intangibles, which would

The sentence is in addition to 
the state sentence of from 10 to 
15 years for bank robbery, which 
Muse was serving when he es- 
caped a gang near Albany in 1934. 
He had served only about six 
months of that sentence when he 
escaped, 

The court took no action on 
Muse’s offer to surrender to the 
court $1,000 on deposit in the post- 
office. The money is deposited in 
his wife’s name, it was learned, 
and there was some doubt that it 
could be surrendered to the court. 
Judge Deaver said it probably 
would be best to let Muse’s wife 
and child have the benefit of the 
money, part of which was accu- 
mulated from sale of stolen cars.

Other Rulings Given. 

The court refused also to pass 
upon an attack upon the constitu- 
tionality of the Harrison narcotic 
act, challenged in an appeal by 
Phares P, Mauk, of Portland, Ore. 
Mauk was convicted in the lower 
courts of violating that law and 
was sentenced to a seven-year 
federal penitentiary term. 

Jesse Duke, disbarred Washing- 
ton lawyer, under sentence of 
four months’ imprisonment for at- 
tempting to influence a federal 
grand jury, failed to have the 
court review his case. It was an 
outgrowth of the litigation in 
which former Representative 
Hoepple, of California, and his son, 
Charles, were convicted. 

The government obtained a re- 
view of a long-pending patent 
controversy over the airplane de- 
vice. known as a “joy stick,”. a 
universally pivoted lever used to 
control the equilibrium of aircraft. 
In the court of claims, Robert Es- 
nault-Pelterie, a French inventor, 
obtained a judgment against the 
government for alleged infringe- 
ment of a patent on the device. 

Contract Breach Changed. 

In another patent case, the gov- 
ernment failed to obtain a review. 
The case involved a judgment for 
$30,000 awarded the Ordnance 
Engineering Corporation of New 
York city by the court of claims. 
The latter brought the suit orig- 
inally seeking to recover damages 
for alleged breach of contract and 
compensation for use by the gov- 
ernment of a star shell for high 
velocity naval guns. The corpora- 
tion had filed a cross-petition for 
review, to be effective only if the 
government’s petition was grant- 
ed. Both were denied. 

The court agreed to review a 
patent infringement suit brought 
against the General Talking Pic- 
tures Corporation, a manufactur- 
er of talking picture equipment, 
by the Western Electric Company 
and others involved in a-pool of 
patents in the electrical industry. 

The court refused to reconsider 
its decision of last May 17 holding 
constitutional a 1934 Louisiana 
statute imposing a graduated li- 
cense tax on chain stores.

“My division of the court will 
bind the offenders over wherever 
there is sufficient evidence to war-

it was considered likely that he 
was queried concerning “evidence 
presented: in a number of cases.”

Baby Now Ohkay, 
Doctor Reports 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., Oct. 11. 
(P)\—A healthy baby boy squawk- 
ed his mightiest tonight in evi- 
dence ‘that though he had been 
dead for 15 minutes he had lived 
10 days since then and was good 
for some time to come. 

Dr. Edward G. Waters, division 
chief of obstetrics at Margaret 
Hague maternity hospital, beamed 


scribed the rare case to a group 
of physicians and@ surgeons from 
New Jersey and New York. 

Shortly after the mother, Mrs. 
Isabel Garry, of 24 Belvidere ave- 
nue, arrived at the Margaret Hague 
maternal hospital October 1, Dr. 
Waters said, a stethescopic exam- 
ination of the child, still within 
her abdomen, revealed its heart 
had stopped beating. 

Assisted by the family physi- 
cian, Dr. Morris Feldman, and 
Dr. Arthur R. Smith, anestheti- 
tian, Dr. Waters made the deliv- 
ery. He injected 50 drops of ad- 
renaline directly into the baby’s 
heart, and 40 seconds later a 
heart beat was detected. Dr. Smith 
applied artificial respiration and 
about five minutes later the child 
drew its first breath. 

Twenty minutes passed. The 
youngster uttered a weak cry and 
since then has increased his vocal 
power and added to his 
weight of 6 pounds 15 ounces.

Fewer Children Held Better 
Than Horde of Starve- 
lings. 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—(UP)—A de- 
fense of mothers who “provide the 
state with a small number of good 
citizens rather than a rabble of 
neglected starvelings” is contained 
in a report by Dr. John K. Ker- 
shaw, medical officer of health for 
Acrington, of an investigation he 
has made into why families are 
becoming smaller. 

The criticism that parents are 
too fond of pleasure and conse- 
quently find children a tie is not, 
he considers, well founded. The 
number of. first-born children has 
increased in his borough, and was 
higher in 1936 than at any time 
since 1930. The number of second 
children has also increased. 

“If young parents prefer pleas- 
ure to perambulators and cars to 
cradles,” he declares, “we should 
expect to find.a decrease in the 
number of first children, as once 
the first baby has arrived a life of 
pleasure is seriously hampered. It 
is in the third and subsequent 
children that the decrease has 
been steadily progressing during 
the last dozen years.

|three-day engagement in Atlanta, 


which began with the dedication 
of the Second-Ponce de Leon Bap- 
tist church Sunday. 

Dr, E. R. Carter, pastor for 56 
years of Friendship Baptist church, 
negro, presided at the meeting last 
night. Other prominent negro 
pastors, educators and lay leaders 
were present and participated in 
the meeting. 

Spur to Preacher. . 

I have heard Dr. Truett preach 
before thousands in our own and 
other lands, but never have I 
heard him preach as he did last 
night, and the reason is clear to 
me now as I think of it—I had 
never before heard him preach to 
the negroes. “The Welsh Baptists 
talked back to me,” said Dr. Tru- 
ett, “and I told them I liked it, but 
that no people on the face of the 
earth can spur a preacher on like 


States.” 

“Yes, Lord,” they would shout 
as the great preacher moved from 
height to height in his powerful 
sermon. Now and then they would 
join in a refrain of “Amens.” It 
was the greatest spiritual occa- 
sion I have witnessed in years. 
And though it may seem an anti- 
climax to mention a matter 
of’ money in connection with 
the meeting, you will let me 
say that I suggested that we 
should join hands in helping the 
Wheat Street church finish its 
building before the Baptist World 
Alliance comes here in 1939. And 
instead of an anti-climax, we had 
another climax. Dr. Truett hand- 
ed me a $20 bank note to begin the 
offering and four of us covered it 
to form a nest egg for a fund that 
I believe will see the goal realiz- 
ed. Of this I shall hope to write 
more at another time. 

Civic Luncheon Address. 

At noon yesterday Dr. Truett 
addressed a civic luncheon of 600 
prominent Atlantans. The occa- 
sion was sponsored by. the civic 
clubs of the city, Dr. W..H. Knight 
presided. Dean Raimundo de 
Ovies offered the invocation. Louie 
D. Newton introduced the speaker. 

Dr. Truet said: 

“For the past three years as I 
have gone throughout the entire 
world I have felt myself happily

Review Decision of Ju 
rists in State Case. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The 
United States supreme court today 
denied a petition of the Georgia 
Power Company seeking an ap- 
peal from a decision in the lower 
courts giving the Tennessee Valley 
Authority the right to extend its 
activities in Georgia. 

The court rendered no formal 
decision in the appeal, simply stat- 
ing that the petition was “denied.” 

The power company sought two 
writs of certiorari to review sep- 


arate orders entered by the United 
States circuit court of appeals for 
the fifth district. In the lower 
courts the company had challeng- 
ed the right of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority to construct ag" 
ties in the state of Georgia, and
